Prayer hath ſtai- 
ed the ſwift courſe of the ſunne, and cauſed itto 
oe backward fiftcene degrees. Prayer hath 
held Gods hands thathe could nor ſtrike when 
he was readie to plague bis people.Prayer with- 
out any other helpe or meanes hath throwne 
downe the ſtrong walls of Iericho. Prayer hath 
deuided the ſea, that the floods thereof could 


deliuereth the fairhfull man from all the dan- 
gers of this world. Surely in the flood of many 
waters they ſhall not come neere him. 

The fumme is this 5 That no calamities of 
this world, no troubles of this life , no terrours 
of death,no guilkines of finne, can be fo great, 
bur that a godly man by meanes of his faith and 
felicitie in Chriſt , ſhall wade out of them well

Where the tribulati- 
ons that the odly man is ſubie&eo inthis life, 
are likened, Firſt to waters : then to many wa- 
ters: thirdly,to a ood of many waters; Inthe 
flood of many waters. The deliverance is in 
theſe words; Surely they ſhall not come neare 
him. Where the deliuerance ofthe godly man 
hath three degreesalſo.Firſt they thal notcome 
neare: ſetondly him, they ſhall not come neare 
him: then Surely, ſurely they ſhall nor come 
neere him. Surely in the flood of many waters, 
they ſhall nde comencere him. 

Firſt,the afflitions of the fairhfulare likened 
to waters. Fire and water haueno mercie we 
fay. But of the two water is the worſt. For any 
fire may be quenched with water,bur the force 
of water, if it begins tobe violenr, cannor by 
any power of man be reſiſted. Canutus who 
was king of England, Scotland , Denmarke, 
Norway, and a great part of Suecuia all at once, 
ſirting at alow water vpon the Thames ſhoare, 
commanded the water not tocomeneare him, 
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inough. For howſoeyer other things goe,ſtil hel

This indeede bringeth withic a 
flood of many waters, and an Ocean ſea of infi- 
nite cares. Ariſtotle writeth that nothing is ſo 
terrible as death, which Antiochus fecling ſen-

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The felicitie of the faithful: 
aduerhrie am I come, and into what floods of 
miſcrie am I now fallen?He addeth the reaſon a- 
non after; For I muſt die with great ſorrowe in 
a ſtrange land.

Holy men often arc in great perplexitic at the 
time of cheir deparrure. S. Hierom writeth of 
Hilarion, that being ready to giue vp the ghoſt,

| he dedicated tro Door Iohn Whirgitt the re- 
verend hte Archbiſbop of Canterbury . This 
booke indeede is full of hiddca learning , and 
ſheweth infinite reading in tories. I asked him 
within this little while, whether he had written 
no more bookes, He tould me he had, but prin- 
ted nomore, becauſe he. badno time to peruſe 
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and perfeQ them for other buſtnes.' Now:by 
buſines he meant, I weene eſpecially his ſtadie 
and care to performe well his raske inthe tran- | 
(lation; Whereia how excellently he was mnn- 
ployed , all they can witnefle who-were-ioyned 
gh him in that labour. For _— IND the 
very flower of the Vniuerſitic for knowledgeof 
the rongues , yet they will not be aſhamedito 
confeſſe,that no one man of their companie, if 
not by other reſpects, yetat leaſtwiſc for long 
experience and exerciſe inthis kind, was to be 
compared with him. For indeede he was ſo de-} 
frous that this bufines begun by the comman- 
dement of ourmoſt gratious Suucraigne King | 
lames,ſhould be brought to a happie ende; thar 
ofrentimes in many mens hearings, he prote-| 
ſted he had rather die, then be any way negli-} 
ent herein, Which as ſome thinke by all lie. 
ihood came indeede fo topaſſe. To wit, rhat 
roo earneſt ſtudic and paines abour the rranſla- 
tion,haſtened his death, and brought ir on foo- 
ner. Now as he liucd fo,in his profeſfion, inns 
writings , in his eranflating, asthonghall rhe 
floods of many waters had neuer comn* neare 
him: even ſo alſo he died. During the ſhorrtrime 
of his ficknes, he caricd himſelfe, asalwaics be- 
fore,humbl nildlyf uietly, conſtantly. Oneof 
his loumn Giends anding by his bed , and fay- 
ing;M. Liuely, I pray God you may haue pati- 
ence , and hope , and-cſperially faith vnro rhe 
ende, He lifting vp his hands faid hearrily and

Little he vſedto ſpeake,and 
more he cquld not lay, for the paine and impe- 
dimentof his ſquinſey.

water, or'as clouds without raine.Such as the 
Prophet leremie ſpeaketh,do ſteale Gods word. 
They haue not onely falſe and lying tongues, 
but alſofilching and ſtealing congues.

not become them, it doth not beſeeme them,it 


a man ſhould ſteale with his rongue: cuen as it is 
ſtrange alſo, that a man ſhould: ſpeake with his 
hand . Yeras I noted before, that theſe 

falſe conſtruction with their hand:fo now I note 
that theſe ſtcale true conftruction with their 
ze.
